PARIS. March 9.— (By the Associated Press.)—Aris- 


tide Briand, veteran French statesman, today accepted a 
mandate from President Doumergue to form his ninth cabi- 
net to succeed the one which fell last Saturday. 


Once more M. Briand proved to be the only French 


leader willing to attempt to lead the country out of the finan- 
cial bog in which it has been floundering". 


As he left the Elysee palace this 


afternoon after notifying the presi- 
dent of his acceptance, he said: 
"In view of the present situation 


of my country I have told the presi- 
dent that I did not feel I had the 
right to refuse to attempt the task 
he did me the great honor to offer 
me I will do my best to form a cab- 
inet and hope to 
give President 


Doumergue a definite answer this 
evening'."

the Flttr*an law reo,uired the silver 
to be coined i-nto standard silver

Navy -beans have dropped 20 per 


cent in wholesale price during the 
past 3 months, and they are 15 per 
cent ch«aper than a year-ago, as 
shown In bids received and con- 
tracts awarded by the board of con- 
trol this'week for'supplying: state 
institutions during the next quarter, 
starting April 1. 


The board purchased beans for 


Institutions at Lincoln'this time at 
the rate of M-83 P«r 10° Pounds, or 
4.83 cents a pound. Last December 
they cost $5.96 a-hundred, and m 
March a year ago the price 
paid 
was $7. Beans form a substantial 
part of the diet at 
most 
of 
the 
stale's big boardin ghouses. 
Prunes have also taken a tumble 


in the market. The state will get 
this dried fruit, in 70 to SO sizes and 
of good qualttv for the next quarter 
at 7 cents a pound. Heretofore from 
7% to 10 cents has been paid for 
the same size. 
Flour and cornmeal have both de- 


clined since the last letting In De- 
cember. Flour is off 25 cents per 
hundred weight, and cornmeal has 
dropped 55 cents, which is a re- 
duction of 22 per cent on the latter 
commodity.

Prayer Is one ol the moat vital 


factors of life, according to I)r- H- c- 
Whltcomb

speaker at the state conference of 
Baptist ministers Tuesday morning

"Prayer la not speech-making but 
one of the most compelling forces 
known, and we as Baptist ministers 
of Nebraska are not going to do the 
task mapped out for .us unless we 
have proper conception of prayer," 
he added. 


Dr. Whitcomb's address was a 


summing up of a number of short 
talks made during the morning- on 
"The 
Minister Reproducing the 


Character of Christ. 


"Knowing what I do about the 


force of prayer," Rev. Whitcomb 
continued,• "I can-see no need for 
the several new cults for healing by 
prayer that are springing up. Heal- 
ing by prayer Is within the province 
of the church if we will only pray 
and throw every atom of our belief 
into th« supplication. First, however, 
we must have a full consciousness 
of what prayer 
Is and then know

Jail To Be Furnished 


Smokes. 


(Special to The Star.) 


• HASTINGS, March 9.—Pr:soners 
in the Adams county jail will con- 
tinue to enjoy smokes prov ded for 
them bv the county in spite of the 
board of supervisors' decision that 
it would no longer pay ja:l tobacco 
bills. 
The old jail rule laid down by 


Judge Harry S. Dungan more than 
ten years ago while he was sitting 
on the district bench, still holds. 


Judge W. A. Dllworth and Judge 


L. H. Blackledge of the Tenth d s- 
trlct who were consulted in regard 
to the supervisors' ruling bv Sheriff 
Harm, decided that the order could 
be changed only by formal court 
action, and advised Mr. Harm to 
continue providing: the prisoners' ra- 
tion of four ounces of tobacco each 
week. 
"The board felt that prisoners in 


the county jail with good meals, 
plenty of reading material and all 
the tobacco they wanted, were hav- 
ing more of a vacation than pun- 
ishment," Chairman Sorenson of the 
l:oard declared today. 
"We 
decided 
that 
taxpayers 


should no longer be required to pro- 
vide tobacco for these men- 
who 


have broken the state's laws, and 
we informed Sheriff Harm that he

Hooker County Farmer 


For Commutation. 


Serving 25-Year Term For 


the Killing of Harry 


Kirkpatrick. 


Louis O. Holcomb, who is serv- 


ing a twenty-five year sentence In 
the penitentiary for the killing of 
Harry W, Kirkpatrick In 1919, made 
a plea before the state pardon and 
parole board Tuesday morning for 
commutation o£ his sentence. Hol- 
comb -was convicted of second de- 
gree murder following a trial in the 
District court of Hooker county. 


•A petition signed by 220 residents 


of Hooker and Thomas 
counties 


asking that clemency be granted 
has been 
filed 
-with the 
pardon 


board. 
Letters stating that there 


was no objection, to Holcomb's re- 
lease 
have been 
received 
from 


Judge Westover, County Attorney 
Humphrey, Sheriff Peterson and W. 
A. Prince who was special prose- 
cuting attorney in the trial of Hol- 
comb. 
Holcomb's brother, Byron, 
told 


the board the story of the inci- 
dents that led up to the quarrel and 
the shooting. For some time, 
he 


said, Klrkpatrick's cattle had been 
wandering In to the fields on the 
land which was being- farmed 
by 


himself and his brother Louis. They 
had driven the cattle home several 
times. On the evening of November 
20, 1919, they drove the cattle to the 
Kirkpatrick'place. Kirkpatrick then 
became abusive, he said, and then 
threatened to kill them. They left 
the place hurriedly. Two days later, 
while the two brothers were work- 
ing their land, Kirkpatrick 
ap- 


proached. It seemed that the 'rouble 
was about to be settled when Kirk- 
patrick and Louis began exchang- 
ing hot words. Kirkpatrick stiuck 
several 
times at 
Louis with his 


whip. He then got down from his 
horse and the two men came 
to 


blows. It was then that Louis Hol- 
comb shot Kirkpatrick, who 
was 


said to 
have 
threatened to 
kill 


Louis. Louis Holcomb then went to 
town and voluntarily gave himself 
up. Louis- claims that Kirkpatrick 
attempted to draw a gun and that 
he shot in self defense. His broth- 
er says he did not see Kirkpatrick 
draw a gun. 


Smith Want* Out. 


Oscar Smith, 32, who is serving a 


1 to 7 year sentence for the rob- 
bery of the Standard Oil company 
filling- station at Eleventh and 
J 


streets two years ..go, asked 
the 


board to parole 
him. Smith 
was 


charged jointly with Eric Balder- 
son of 
committing the 
robbery. 


Balderson was sent to Leavenworth 
on a liquor charg-p. According to the 
records, $2,000 was stolen from the 
filling station. 


Smith denies that he had any part 


In the robbery and W. W. Towle, a. 
Lincoln attorney, told the 
board 


that a man had consulted with him 
and told him ttiat he, not Smith, 
had robbed the station. Governor 
McMullen inquired as to the where- 
abouts of this man but his ques- 
tion was not answered. 


The Lincoln police department is 


on record as opposing- Smith's re- 
lease. "District Judge \V. E. Stew- 
art Is also opposed to the parole. 
However, Sheriff" Claude 
Hensel 


and Deputy County Attorney Max 
G. To-wle both favor Smith's re- 
lease. C- E. Harmon offered to take 
charpe of Smith if\he is released. 


A letter from District Judge R. 


M. Proudflt opposing the release of 
Frank Ambrose, formerly a. shoe- 
maker at Crete, who is serving a 
sentense of 1 to 20 years for arson, 
has been

of *he city. They take care of that 
se X )n of the Bethany boulevard 
which passes through part of the 
city and virtually assure the pro- 
moters that the entire route to the 
junction 
of 
Thirty-third 
street 


with the penitentiary roa» will be 
completed. 
The deeds were executed by Mrs. 


"W. J. Bryan and J. M. Neely and 
Edna Perry Neely, and convey to 
the city a strip 60 feet wide from 
Fiftieth and 
A streets to Forty- 
sixth street a short distance north 
of Franklin street, from whence the 
boulevard will follow the street to 
South street. 
The project already 
has been 


graded and paved to O street from 
Bethany, and with but a few ex- 
ceptions the risht of way has been 
acquired 
throughout 
the 
entire 


length.' 
Building the boulevard 
fits in, 
it Is said, with a proposal made at 
a recent meeting of the city coun- 
cil to construct a 100-foot roadway 
along the railroad from Haveloclc 
to Seventh and Holdrege 
streets. 


Tt is the plan eventually to make 
the thoroughfare a link in a com- 
prehensive boulevard encircling the 
city. The plan contemplates also 
the buiiclmg of a system of main 
roads which will lead into the city, 
crossing the boulevard at conven- 
ient (intervals. 
Ready To Pave. 


After the deeds were presented 


to the 
council by 
Mr. Tomson, 
Frank D. Eager, who was a mem- 
ber of the "group accompanying the 
city planner, announced that own- 
ers of the 
adjacent 
lancl were 


leady to pave the boulevard vhen- 
ever the 
city decreed. He 
«^lso 
said that the Methodist hospital »s 
anxious to paye streets a/butted by 
its property. The chairman of the 
board of directors is authorized to 
sign for the paving _whenever pe- 
titions are presented, he said. He 
expressed a hope that 
paving of 
the boulevard, streets adjacent to 
the 
hospital 
and 
Forty-eighth 


street from A to South could be 
linked in one huge project. 
According to a map prepared by 
City Engineer Erickson, 
after^ the 
boulevard crossed Forty-sixth 'and 
South streets it will Intersect Nor- 
mal boulevard at about Forty- 
fourth street and pass into College 
View near Thirty-ninth and Van 
Corn. Sheridan boulevard will be 
crossed at Thirty-sixth. From thence 
it will veer southwest, touching 
Thirty-third street a quarter of a 
mile south of Sheridan boulevard.

'giant. No one has any idea of the number of em- 
ployes which would be required to properly administer 
such an agency.

No one has any

ment. He will be adding to the load which has al- 
readv aroused his serious concern. 


If "the farmer chooses to permit himself to become 


the latest object of governmental benevolence what 
is to prevent its further extension to all lines of 
business.

parts of this asricultural west. A large number of 


failed a*d men who thought themselves 
fixed, have suddenly found themselves 
banks have 


penniless because they did not use good judgment In 
the loans which they made. 
Why not have the 


government take over the failures in banking and re- 
imburse those who have lost their money 
In the 


instance of many stockholders through no fault of 
their own. Merchandising and jobbing have encount- 
ered their problems and many establishments in 
these lines have failed. Why not put the government 
back of them? Why not place every .business on a 
firm footing, wherever it may be found to be lagging.

DOES FRANCE WANT A MUSSOLINI? 


One ministry after another has been organized in 


France and worked out plans for financial stabiliza- 
tion of that country, only to be defeated In parlia- 
ment when the crucial test came and thereoy forced 
to resiirnl This has been going on for several years. 
and" with every change of administration the national 
debt grew larger and the exchange value of the franc 
declined. Affairs now are In worse shape than the> 
have been at any previous time. 


France owes her unfortunate condition to the self- 


ish scheming of different groups of politicians and 
their-refusal to unite on any comprehensive plan 
by which her governmental and financial difficulties 
might be adjusted. Affairs have reached such a cri- 
tical stare that a good deal of talk is beginning to be 
heard about establishing a dictatorship as the only 
way to save the nation from going to smash. 


Should that come to pass, Franco will be 
back 


where she was 60 years ago under Napoleon III. Pop- 
ular liberties and the right of self-government will 
be wiped out, as they have been in Italy. Indeed, the 
circumstances which brought about Mussolini's ac- 
cession In Italy were very much the same as those 
now prevailing In France. Had it not been for tho 
utter Incapacity of politicians In handling the former 
country's post- .var problems, which resulted In brin*> 
init Ita industries and business to the verge of ruin, 
Musnollnl could never have established hlmelf In 
power. 


The Italian people hailed fascism as their salvation 


%-hen It appeared that the country was 
otherwise 


heading toward disaster. To the extent of reorgan- 
izing industrial activities and providing general em- 
ployment, fascism has made good.. At present Italy 
appears to be prosperous. 
Nevertheless her citizens 


speech, freedom of action, and representation In 
parliament. The whole nation muit bow to th« au- 
tocratic will of one mar . Those who offer any op- 
position or criticism run the risk of belnr assassinat- 
ed, a« wa* Deputy Mateottl. At the very least, they 
are subject to having their property confiscated, and 
to personal abuse and physical assault. 


France was the first continental country In Eur- 


ope to get out from under the thumb of medieval 
kings and feudal overlords. Beginning 
with 
the 


great Parisian revolution of 1792, the French people 
were engaged for almost a century In a constant 
struggle for "liberty, fraternity, and equality." Dur- 
ing the horrors of the reign of terror, the bloody 
wars of Napoleon I, and the re-establishment of the 
Bourbon dynasty, those principles were suppressed for 
a third of M. century. Then they came to the front 
again In 1830, when Louis 
Phllllppe. "the citizen 


king," ascended the throne. Following the republican 
revolution of 1848, Louis Napoleon's coup d'etat in 
1852 
struck down free government, and the nation 


went under the yoke once more. It took the Franco- 
Prussian war and a crushing military defeat, with the 
loss of Alsace-Lorraine, to accomplish his overthrow 
and establish the third republic. 


Now, 
after successfully prosecuting the greatest 


war in history and regaining her lost provinces, 
France is confronted with the prospect of losing her 
status as a free and self-governing- nation—all be- 
cause her incompetent politicians persist in their 
petty jealousies, intrigues and quarrels, and fail to 
take action necessary to save tho government from 
bankruptcy. « 


The time is almost ripe for a dictator to'step for- 


ward. Some man of the Mussolini type may appear 
at any moment and seize the roins of authority. The 
world at large hopes some other way will be found 
to save France from the financial debacle which 
now threatens her; but tne outlook is not encourag- 
ing. 


LONGEST SUSPENSION BRIDGE. 


The longest suspension bridge in the world, after 


having been under construction for more than four

This bridge spans the Delaware river, connecting 
Philadelphia with Camden, N. J. Its cost will be ap- 
proximately $40,000,000, of which the state of New 
Jersey will pay a little over one-third, the balance 
being split equally between Philadelphia and the state 
of Pennsylvania. 


The total length of the structure, which was de- 


signed by the great bridge engineer, Ralph Modjeska, 
formerly of Omaha, is 9,6600 feet, the main span being 
1.750 feet. The vehicular capacity is figured at 6 000 
cars per hour, the width of the automobile roadway 
being 57 feet and the width of the bridge over all be- 
ing 124 feet. No provision Is made for trolleys or 
other rail cars. The clearance above mean high wa- 
ter Is 135 feet and from the. top of the towers to mean 
high water is 385 feet. 


When completed the bridge will contain 50,000 tons 


of steel, 276,300 cubic yards of concrete and 216,300 
yards of masonry work In the anchorages. It re- 
quired 5,000 gallons of paint to give it one coat. The 
Canton bridge is suspended by only two cables in- 
stead of four, as are the New York bridges and uach 
of them is 29% inches in diameter. The cables are 3,- 
550 feet long and weigh 7,100 tons. They each con- 
tain 18.666 separate wires, the total length of these 
being 25,100 miles, more than enough to encircle the 
earth. 


There has never been a bridge across the river at 


this point, the only way of reaching- one city from the 
other being ferries. 
As this is the gateway to all 


of the great resorts on the Jersey coast there has 
been terrible congestion, especially at week ends dur- 
ing the season. Cars have frequently had to wait 
for hours before they could get a boat and many peo- 
ple anxious to reach Philadelphia have driven thirty 
miles up the river to the Trenton bridge, making a 
sixty mile detour. 


For the first time the Canton ferries carried a mil- 


lion vehicles in 1905. while in 1925 they carried 6,- 
700,000 vehicles. It is estimated that during the first 
year the bridge will care for 6,050,000 cars, the rate 
being increased month by month until 193S, when 
17,350,000 motors and wagons will cross it. This will 
be the limit and

necessary. 


NEBRASKA'S SUGAR BEET RECORD. 


For all practical purposes Nebraska's sugar beet 


industry may be considered less than fifteen years 
old. 
As early as 1900 a few sugar beets were plant- 


ed in the North Platte valley but no Intensive ef- 
fort was put forth and the acreage was very small. 
Xot until 1916 was any real effort put forth to raise 
sugar beets. 
That year there were 25,700 acres of 


beets planted and the total production was 298,000 
tons. The next year the acreage and production were 
doubled. 
From then on there never was less than 


10.000 acres" of rich farmland In the North Finite 
valley devoted to beets and usually it has been con- 
siderably higher than that. 


In 1924 the acreage was 65,000 and the production 


766,000 tons. 


From a position of relative unimportance Nebraska 


lias advanced to third in rank among the states of 
the union in beel sugar production. In 3925, only two 
states. Colorado and Utah exceeded her. Michigan, 
California, Idaho, W_yotning, Montana, Ohio, Iowa and 
Wisconsin followed Nebraska in the order named. 
The 1925 crop in this state was sufficient to make 2.- 
203.775 bags of Sugar, each weighing 100 pounds. That 
s more than 100 pounds of sugar for every man, wo- 
man and child living in the state. 


While Colorado had tho largest -acreage, Nebraska 


had the highest yield per acre—15.S tons as against 
11.4 tons for the entire'.nation. 


T'he sugar beet industry is another example of tho 


diversification of agriculture which is taking placo 
n this state. Corn, wheat and oats were formerly the 
foundation stones of prosperity and a failure or 
serious shortage in any one of the three was calami- 
tous. Now the dairy and poultry produce 
brings 


reater wealth to Nebraska farmers than the whea» 


or oat crop. Potatoes, sugar beets, and alfalfa are 
valuable crops which enrich this state to the extent 
of millions of dollars each year. 
The farmers are 


sjradually adapting methods to defeat climatic con- 
ditions which formerly would have spelled disaster 
and suffering. The sugar beet industrv is a step in 
his direction.

which such men as Paracelsus had 
only vague notions that are apt to 
seem to us almost purely mystical.

light on the old alchemists, by indi- 
cating that they were by no mean.s

Their 
logic was exercised on unverified 
data. Paracelsus's 
"Spirit,"' which 


he supposed could "grasp the in- 
visible elements," and control their 
material relations, was not as some 
others thought, "Satan, that grim 
psuedo-alchemist," but an inherent 
virtue, or power, in matter, for 
which he-his 
contemr;8«>4ries and 


his predecessors had no .scientific 
definition simply because they had 
no thorough experimental acquain- 
tance with it, based upon a truly 
scientific method of investigation. 


And even today, since we hav° 


learned so much about the doing? 
of that "spirit" In matter, we have 
no comprehensive definition for it. 
beyond the statement that it is na- 
ture's way. We have accumulated 
wide and deep knowledge of what 
nature does in her "way," and of 
how she 
effects 
her transforma- 


tions. 
Scientific 
research 
has 


taught us that the subtraction or 
ndditlon of an electron may so alter 
the 'constitution of an atom as to 
produce the 
apparent 
miracle of 


turning one metal into another. 


We know that there is no super- 


natural 
clement concerned; 
but 
that is not a modern conclusion, be- 
cause nearly two thousand 
years 


agd Lucretius 
affirmed 
that th* 
properties of various substances 
depend upon the kind of atoms of 
which they are composed and also 
upon the way in which the atoms 
are arranged.

Similar social problems of health, 


dependency, ciolinquency, and recre- 
ation were observed in practically 
all of the northwestern counties of 
Nebraska through which Miss An 
na M. Cameron, University of Ne- 
braska extension Division Instruc- 
tor in social work, made a three- 
weeks lecture and conference tour 
in February. In some counties one 
problem was more acute than an 
other. Miss Cameron returned last 
week, and is now compiling a re- 
port of hor investigation which will 
be broadcast March 9 and 19, and 
published later for general distri- 
bution. 
Sixteen counties in the sixth dis- 


trict were surveyed on the 
tour

purpose of collecting information 
regarding general social condition1! 
and the local resources for handling 
the problems; of finding ways In 
which the University extension di- 
vision, the state department of pub- 
lic welfare, the state conference of 
social workers, and other agencies
